According to Pereira de Mello (A-musica 


no-Brasil....Bahia, 1908. -ps854-866.) Antonio Carlos 
Gomes was born at Campinas, Brazil, on July llth, 


1836, rather than in 1889, which is the date usually 
given. He died at Belém (Pardé) on May 19th, 1896. 
His father was a music teacher and orchestra con- 
ductor at Campinas. In 1860 Carlos Gomes entered 

the conservatory at Rio de Janeiro and there com- 
posed his first opera, A Noite do Castello, which was 
performed in 1861.. The composer went to Milan in 
1868 to study at the conservatory with Lauro Rossi. 
Two light operas by him were given in 1866 and 1868, 
and in 1870 he scored a success with the opera I1 


Guarany, produced at La Scala. Gomes continued to 


compose operas; Fosca, Salvator Rosa, Maria Tudor, Lo 


Schiavo, and Condor are some of the titles. In 1892 j 
he was appointed director of the conservatory at Parad. | 


A cantata, Colombo, was given at Rio de Janeiro in 
1892. He is also the author of religious cantatas, 
songs, and piano compositions. 


There is a monument to him in front of the 
municipal opera house at S&o Paulo, reproduced in the 
periodical Plus Ultra, November 1922, afio 7, no. 79. 


A portrait of Gomes is reproduced in the. 
Enciclopedia universal ilustrada. He is included in 


Champlints Cyclopedia of music and musicians and

Luiz Alves de Lima e Silva, duke of 
Caxias, was born on August 25th, 1803 at Porto 
da Estrella, Rio de Janeiro. He studied at the 
military academy at Rio de Janeiro, graduating 
with the rank of lieutenant. His military career 
began in 18238 in a campaign against the Portuguese 
at Bahia and continued with the suppression of 
various revolutionary movements throughout the 
Empire. In 1889 a successful term as governor 
of the disaffected province of Maranhao brought 
the title baron of Caxias, a town in that province. 
He was for a time commander-in-chief against the 
revolutionists of SXo Paulo and opposed Rosas and 
Oribe in Rio Grande do Sul in 1851. His military 
successes led to his election to the Camara dos 
Deputados, an appointment as minister of war, and 
later as president of the Conselho de Ministros. 
Fron 1866 to 1869 he commanded the Brazilian army 
in Paraguay. His title was gradually raised to 
that of duke. He died at Rio de Janeiro on May 7th, 
1880.
